—  Chaplain  (Col.)  Robert  P. 
Taylor  of  Henderson,  Tex.,  a 
Southern  Baptist  minister  who 
survived  the  World  War  II  Ba¬ 
taan  death  march  in  the  Philip¬ 
pines,  was  named  Deputy  Chief 
of  Air  Force  Chaplains  by 
President  Eisenhower. 

The  new  Deputy  Chief  Chap¬ 
lain  will  be  promoted  to  the 
rank  of  Brigadier  General  when 
he  assumes  his  post  Aug.  1. 

He  will  succeed  Chaplain 
(Brig.  Gen.  Terence  P.  Finne¬ 
gan,  a  Roman  Catholic,  who 
will  become  Chief  of  Air  Force 
Chaplains. 

Chaplain  Taylor,  49,  won  the 
Silver  Star  for  gallantry  while 
serving  as  chaplain  of  the  31st 
Infantry  Division  during  the 
Battle  of  Bataan  in  1942. 
^^Ihs^v^  taken  prisoner  by  the 

march  with  his  men  fo«nd  him* 
self  in  a  camp  with  lO.iWO  pris¬ 
oners.  He  continued  his  min¬ 
istry  there  and  in  1944  was  plac¬ 
ed  in  solitary  confinement  for 
14  months  by  the  Japanese  on 
charges  of  smuggling  food  to 
sick  prisoners. 

The  chaplain  then  was  moved 
to  a  prison  camp  in  Manchu¬ 
ria  where  be  was  liberated  in 
1945.

(3)  Take  advantage  of  the 
rest,  beauty,  and  spiritual  re¬ 
freshing.  This  is  particularly 
enjoyable  when  the  family  wor¬ 
ship  can  take  place  out  of  doors 
where  one  feels  so  close  to  the 
CreatOT.

J.  L.  Boyd  In 
His  Golden  Year 


By  GRANT  CLARK,  Pastor  . 

First,  Ripley 

Jesse  L.  Boyd  was  bom  June 
23, 1881,  second  of  thirteen  chil¬ 
dren  of  Scotch-Irish  parents  on 
a  share  cropper  farm  in  south 
Mississippi.  He  graduated  from 
a  country  school  and  entered 
Mississippi  CoUbge  at  the  age 
of  21  for  high  school  gpd  col¬ 
lege  courses,  receiving  the  B.  S. 
degree  in  1908. 

He  taught  four  sessions  as 
principal  of  grade  and  high 
schools,  awr  which  he  was  con¬ 
vinced  that  God  had  called  him 
to  preach.  Jesse  entered  South¬ 
ern  Seminary,  Louisville,  Ky,, 
graduating  in  1914  with  the  Th. 
M.  Degree. 

Mr.  Boyd  entered  the  army  In 
1917  and  served  two  years  as 
chaplain,  and  after  Armistice 
Day  was  retained  in  France  as 
a  Base  School  Officer  in  the 
Bordeaux  area  to  direct  the  in¬ 
struction  of  army  personnel  in 
classes  of  reading  and  writing 
in  the  leading  universities  of 
Europe. 

Rev.  Jesse  Boyd  has  served 
several  churches  in  Mississippi 
— Gloster,  Biloxi,'  Magee,  Vicks¬ 
burg,  and  Meridian.  He  later  be¬ 
came  president  of  Clarke  Mem¬ 
orial  College,  teaching  French 
and  New  Testament  Greek.  He 
retired  at  the  age  of  65,  moved 
to  Clinton,  Miss.,  and  was  chos¬ 
en  as  an  Instructor  in  the  Bible 
Department  at  Mississippi  Col¬ 
lege.  In  addition  to  Bible  sub¬ 
jects,  he  also  taught  “Popular 
History  of  the  Baptists  in  Mis¬ 
sissippi"  (1930)  and  Barnes*  “His- 
troy  of  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention”  (1963).  As  a  supple¬ 
ment  to  the  latter,  be  prepared 
an  outline  of  “History  of  Bap¬ 
tists  in  America  prior  to  1845," 
for  the  benefit  of  the  students. 
Fpom  the  experience  of  this 
work,  he  has  prepared  the  pres¬ 
ent  work  for  publication,  “His¬ 
tory  of  Baptists  in  America 
Prior  to  1845",  to  be  used  as  a 
textbook  in  various  Baptist  Edu- 
I  catlonal  Institutions  for  the

Preserving  The  Past

RICHARD  CURTISS.  JR. 
(nS8-18U) 

Richard  Curtis,  Jr.  was  Mis¬ 
sissippi's  first  Baptist  praacber 
coming  with  a  group  of  settlers 
from  Great  Pedee  county  of 
South  Carolina.  They  settled 
on  Cole  Creek  north  of  Notches 
in  1780.  Although  be  was  Just 
a  licentiate,  he  led  in  the  or¬ 
ganisation  of  the  first  Baptist 
church  in  Mississippi  in  Octo¬ 
ber  1791.  Because  of  Roman 
Catholic  persecution  he  bad  to 
flee  back  to  South  Carolina, 
August  23,  1795,  but  took  ad¬ 
vantage  of  this  to  be  ordained. 
When  the  Natebes  county  came 
under  the  United  States  flag  in 
1798,  Curtia  returned.  He  help¬ 
ed  in  the  organisation  of  tte 
Mississippi  Association,  the  first 
association  in  the  stat^  in  1806. 

NATHAN  LTTLR  CLARXB 
(UU-18M) 

N.  L.  Clarke  moved  from 
North  Carolina  to  Mississippi 
in  1840  and  the  next  year  he 
was  ordained.  He  became  pas¬ 
tor  of  the  Baptist  church  at  De¬ 
catur  in  1848  and  served  that 
church  until  his  death  on  Sep¬ 
tember  11,  1906.  He  was  most 
active  in  the  Mount  Plagab  Bap-

The  Historical  Commission 
has  a  ministry  of  serving  the 
“historical  interests”  of.  the  Con- ' 
vention,  a  task  defined  clearly 
and  specificlally  by  nineteen 
paragraphs  in  its  charter,  ap¬ 
proved  by  the  1956  State  Con¬ 
vention  and  granted  by  the 
State  of  Mississippi  on  Decem¬ 
ber  19.  1956.  I 

Convention  Agency 
This  charter  defines  to  Com¬ 
mission  a.s  an  agency  of  the  Con¬ 
vention,  under  its  control  and 
direction  in  the  same  manner  as 
its  other  agencies.  The  creation 
of  this  agency  came  as  the  re¬ 
sult  of  a  process  reaching  back 
seventy  years  for  its  beginning 
and  spelled  out  for  us  in  the 
Charters  and  Constitutions  of 
two  precedent  Historical  Socie- 
Ues. 

First  Society 

On  the  night  before  the  meet¬ 
ing  of  the  State  Convention  in 
Jackson  in  1888  the  first  Missis¬ 
sippi  Baptist  Historical  Society 
was  organised,  with  L.  S.  Fos¬ 
ter,  its  guiding  spirit,  elected  as 


corresponding  secretary. 

The  vast  difference  between 
that  Society  and  the  present 
Commission  lay  in  relationship 
to  the  Convention.  The  Society 
neither  by  its  constitution, 
which  appears  in  the  1888  con¬ 
vention  minutes,  nor  by  its  char¬ 
ter,  which  can  be  seen  in  the 
minutes  for  If^,  had  any  inte¬ 
gral  relationship  to  the  conven¬ 
tion,  but  was  composed  of  a 
voluntary  membership  and  sup¬ 
ported  by  annual  dues. 

The  Society  was  hampered  be¬ 
cause  its  funds  were  so  pitifully 
small  yet  it  continued  to  meet 
until  1904  and  laid  the  founda¬ 
tion  for  an  outstanding  collec¬ 
tion  of  historical  documents!

1937,  the  Convention  appointed 
a  standing  committee  on  Baptist 
history  and  research.  In  1937  an 
unchartered  Historical  Society 
was  organized,  but  in  1950  the 
Society  was  approved  and  con¬ 
stitution  was  reported  to  and 
adopted  by  the  Convention. 

The  Society  was  still  cast  in 
the  old  mold  of  voluntary  paid 
memberships,  but  it  was  soon 


seen  that  this  would  never  pro¬ 
vide  adequate  support  and  the 
Convention  began 


supporting 
the  Society  with  a  sum  of  up  to 
1500.00  annually. 

New  Conatitntien 

In  1950  the  next  obvious  step 
was  taken  —  the  noembership 
was  defined  in  a  new  constitu¬ 
tion  adopted  by  the  state  con¬ 
vention  and  the  Society  was  dw 
dared  to  be  “the  one  approved 
agency  ...  in  the  field  of  hia- 
tory"  and  to  sustain  the  same 
relationship  as  the  other  agen¬ 
cies,  “auxiliary  and  -amenable 
to  the  convention.” 

In  1956  when  the  Convention 
created  the  Historical  (Commis¬ 
sion  it  simply  provided  the  or¬ 
ganizational  pattern  which 
would  establish  its  control  and 
would  provide  for  more  effec¬ 
tive  accomplishment  of  ends  de¬ 
sired. 

The  Commission  stands  today 
'as  the  servant  of  the  Mississippi 
Baptist  Convention  snd  of  Mis¬ 
sissippi  Baptists  preserving  the 
records  of  the  past  so  that  the 
opportunities  of  the  present  may 
be  interpreted  aright.

tomary  official  receipt  and  tho 
asaurance  of  their  return  “at 
the  earliest  possible  moment" 
A  few  days  lato^  the  minute 
books  were  returned  accompan¬ 
ied  by  the  ,/ollowlng  letter: 
"Dear  Brother  Boyd;  I  have  fin¬ 
ished  with  the  minutes  of  the 
Mt  Moriah  Church,  and  waa 
highly  gratified  to  find  two  le¬ 
gal  cap  pages  (typed)  of  infor¬ 
mation  on  the  Coleman  family. 
You  will  never  know  how  grate¬ 
ful  I  am  for  having  received  this 
valuable  historical  data.  ..lam 
returning  the  Mt  Moriah  min¬ 
utes  to  you  by  my  personal  aide.

Since  the  days^  Lenin  and 
the  “Great  October  Swialist  Revolution’’  these  people 
have  been  firm  believers  in  the  overwhelming  importance 
of  newspapers  and  printed  propaganda. 

Concerning  all  of  this  abundant  Communist  journalism 
we  have  a  news  release  from  the  Press  Department  of  the 
Embassy  of  the  Union  of  Soviet  Socialist  Republics,  1706 
18th  St,  N.  W,  Washington  9,  D.  C.  It  extols  the  virtues  of 
these  papers  and  attributes  to  them  great  effectiveness  in 
molding  the  thinking  of  the  worker-maases.  ,

It  should  *be  borne  in  mind 
that,  although  the  Lottie  Moon 
Offering  h'as  grown  remarkably, 
the  basic  dependence  of  the 
Foreign  Mission  Board  upon  the 
Cooperative  Program  for  its  fi¬ 
nancial  reinforcement  remains 
unchanged. 

In  1933,  when  the  Foreign 
Mission  Board  had  a  total  in- 
j  come  of  $691,987,  the  Coopera- 
;  tive  Program  provided  42.3  per 
j  cent  of  this  amount.  In  1957, 
the  Cooperative  Program  pro¬ 
vided  49  per  cent  of  the  Board’s 
total  income  of  $14,270,964. 

All  plans  for  missions  ad¬ 
vance  must  be  laid  upon  the 
premise  that  support  of  foreign 
missions  through  the  Coopera¬ 
tive  Program  will  continue  on 
an  ascending  scale.  Adva'nce 
made  in  recent  years  has  come 
about  because  there  has  been 
increasing  support  of  foreign 
missions  through  the  Coopera¬ 
tive  Program,  both  in  the 
amount  specified  in  the  South*- 
em  Baptist  Convention’s  opera- 
iting  budget  and  in  the  75  per 
I  cent  of .  all  Southwide  Coopera¬ 
tive  Program  receipts  beyond 
the  budget. 

While  the  Foreign  Mission 
Board  is  just  as  dependent  upon 
the  Cooperative  Program  for  its 
income  as  ever  In  Its  history, 
'  the  growth  of  the  Lottie  Moon 
^  Offering  has  produced  imppr- 
]  tant  developments  in  the 
j  Board's  Tinances. 

I  In  1933  the  Lottie  Moon  Of- 
;  fering  provided  20.2  per  cent  of 
'  the  funds  received  by  the 
I  Board.  In  that  same  year,  how-

The  administration  of  this 
money  reinforces  all  our  labor 
of  missions  throughout  the 
world.  From  Hs  beginning. 
Woman’s  Missionary  Union  has 
addressed  itself  to  the  cultiva¬ 
tion  of  prayer  and  the  study  of 
missions  and  to  giving;  but  it 
has  recognized  that  the  admin¬ 
istration  of  funds  and  the  pro¬ 
jection  of  work  are  the  respon¬ 
sibility  of  the  Foreign  Mission 
Board. 

The  Lottie  Moon  Offering 
represents  gifts  to  the  overseas 
work  of  the  Foreign  Board  and 
,  is  t^sed  to  meet  urgent  requests 
which  have  been  presented  to 
the  Board  by  official  action  of 
the  Missions  throughout  the 
world. 

Of  this  year’s  Offering,  $2.- 
500,000  is  a  part  of  the  1958 
budget  of  the  Foreign  Mission 
Board.  Additional  allocations 
amounting  to  $2,615,500  were 
approved  at  the  Board’s  semi¬ 
annual  meeting  in  April.  This 
action  came  after  simil'ar  ap¬ 
proval  by  the  Southwide  Exe¬ 
cutive  BMrd  of  Woman’s  Mis¬ 
sionary  Union  meeting  in  Birm¬ 
ingham,  Ala.,  in  February. 

The  final  appropriations  for 
the  1957  Offering  will  be  ap¬

THE  WEST— BIO.  WILD -AND 
PATHETIC 

On  a  mission  tour  through  the 
west,  cut  short  by  the  serious 
lllneM  of  my  father-in-law,  1 
know  first-hand  that  the  west  la 
hlg.  wild  and  pathetic. 

We  visited  our  Indian  work  in 
Oklahoma,  Indian  and  Spanish 
work  In  New  Mexico  and  Ari¬ 
zona. 

The  work  in  Oklahoma  is  far 
more  advanced  than  farther 
west.  Ignorance  and  superstition 
are  our  greatest  barriers  in 
New  Mexico  and  Arizona. 

Our  home  miaaionaries  at 
Taos,  New  Mexico,  Indians 
themselves,  painted  a  dark  pic¬ 
ture.  Having  visited  there  my¬ 
self.  the  stories  were  easy  to  be¬ 
lieve.  Those  poor  souls  still  en¬ 
gage  In  practices  so  primitive 
until  they  defy  the  imagination. 
For  instance,  our  missionaries 
t^l  us  that  during  a  certain  pe¬ 
riod  each  year,  the  young,  girls 
are  open  prey.  The  girls  are  tak- 
en  out  of  government  schools 
Snd  remain  out  for  this  ‘‘observ¬ 
ance.”  After  8:00  p.  m.  each  eve¬ 
ning.  no  man  is  considered  mar¬ 
ried.  To  us  who  are  Christians, 
their  practice  sounds  like  a 
fairy-tale.  To  those  missionaries, 
it  Is  real— pathetic. 

Our  work  among  the  Span¬ 
ish-speaking  groups  is  progress¬ 
ing.  The  work  at  Santa  Fe  was 
most  encouraging.  Our  mis^iion- 
aries  are  happy  over  prospects 
for  the  iuture. 

These  lines  arc  being  written 
while  flying  over  the  mountains 
some  17,000  feet  above  moun¬ 
tain  tops.  The  weather  Is  rough, 
and  we  are  tied  firmly  in  our 
seats  by  belts.  At  a  time  like 
this,  one  has  a  turmoil  In  his 
aouL  Looking  down  on  the  sides 
of  the  mountains  and  in  the  val- 
Iey,_  one  can  see  dots,  'teepees, 
in  which  dwell  a  noble  people 
whose  lives  are  tied  to  tradition 
gnd  wboae  sdult  are  in  turmoU 
because  they  hsve  been  kept  in 
ll^iorance  so  long. 

There  Is  hope.  Our  two  mis- 
gloparies  at  Tsot  hsve  proved 
M  much.

I  INTRODUCTION.  Philosoph¬ 
ers  who  bsve  devoted  thems¬ 
elves  to  the  study  of  the  science 
of  government  have  Just  sbout 
agreed  that  Just  governments 
derive  their  Just  powers  from 
the  consent  of  the  governed, 
and  are  Just  governments  for 
I  Just  so  long  as  they  do  derive 
I  their  power  from  the  consent 
of  the  governed,  that  is.  the  peo¬ 
ple.  These  powers  says  John 
Locke  and  all  those  who  follow 
after  him  are  three:  Legislative, 
executive,  and  Judicial. 

It  is  the  function  of  the  legis¬ 
lative  department  to  make  the 
laws,  of  the  judiciary  to  explain 
and  apply  the  laws,  and  of  the 
executive  to  enforce  the  laws. 
In  recent  years  we  have  heard 
quite  some  talk  to  the  tflecl  that 
one  department  of  our  govern¬ 
ment  is  usurping  the  functions 
of  other  departments. 

Now,  God's  government  is  not 
like  this,  but  Is  an  absolute  mon¬ 
archy;  that  is,  God  tha  Almighty 
retains  within  Hlmaeif  and  ex¬ 
ercises  for  the  good  of  His  peo¬ 
ple,  all  powers  Of  government, 
legislative,  JudiciaL  and  execu¬ 
tive. 

By  what  principla  can  you 
claim  Justice  for  this  concept, 
that  it  is  right  for  all  the  pow¬ 
ers  of  government  to  be  vested 
In  a  single  peraonT  On  the  prin¬ 
ciple  of  the  comparative  and 
absolute  perfects  and  power 
of  God.  He  knowt  what  the  per¬ 
fect  law  is,  and  His'  infinite 
knowledge  is  the  divino  legisla¬ 
tion.

Others  had  to  be  content  with 
less  charity  when  told,  “Take  a  middle-sized  step,”  or,  “Take  a 
baby  step.”' 

“Baby  Step” 

This  childlike  game  illustrates  the  way  many  of  us  live  out 
our  days.  So  many  tread  softly  through  life  as  ^^^||||[||||^^ 
though  some  high  authority  had  commanded, 

"Take  a  baby  step!”  Every  mature  Christian  4# 
should  respond  to  God's  commands  to  take  ' 
giant  steps  only. 

Every  honest  Christian  I  have  known  has 
come  to  realize  there  are  some  giant  steps  yet 
needed  in  their  lives.  T  - 

Only  recently  a  member  of  our  church 
whose  giving  record  was  nil  came  to  my  office 
with  the  statement  that  he  was  ready  to  take  flHBHHIliH 
a  giant  step  from  giving  nothing  to  tithing.  Explaining  with  Chris* 
tian  joy  how  he  had  finally  decided  to  take  the  step  forward,  h* 
placed  5600  in  cash  on  my  desk.  In  less  than  three  months  he  re¬ 
turned  with  a  larger  amount  for  the  church.  This  time  he  con¬ 
fessed  his  hesitancy  in  taking  the  giant  step  but  proclaimed  his 
joy  in  that  he  had  yielded. 

— -  ^  “Giant  Steps” 

The  giant  step  for  your  family  may  be  to  place  Sunday  and 
Wednesday  nights  on  your  schedule  of  church  activities.  It  would 
mean  choosing  things  of  spiritual  value  in  place  of  TV,  enter¬ 
tainment,  and  general  indifference. 

To  others  the  giant  stppjwould  mean  accepting  responsibili¬ 
ties  of  Christian  service.  This  calls  for  rugged  and  determined 
soldiers  of  the  Cross.

RALEIGH,  N.  C.  —  (RNS)  — 
Ari(uments  were  heard  by  the 
■Lite  Supreme  Court  here  on  atf 
appeal  from  a  lower  court’s 
ruling  dismissing  a  motion  for 
an  injunction  to  restrain  the 


of  the  meeting,  instead  of  not 
later  than  the  second  day  as  re¬ 
quired  by  the  denomination’s 
constitution. 

In  dismissing  the  plea  for  an 
injunction,  the  Superior  Court 
ruled  that  state  courts  lack 
jurisdiction  in  the  dispute,  as 
maintained  by  the  SBC. 

During  arguments  before  the 
Supreme  Court,  Dr.  Bullman's 
attorney  contended  that  the 
SBC  does  business  in  the  state 
through  the  North  Carolina 
Baptist  State  Convention  and, 
therefore,  is  subject  to  the 
courts. 

Clainu  DeniecT  Floor 

Dr.  Bullman  further  argued 
that  he  attempted  to  bring  up 
the  "error”  in  the  SBC’s  elec¬ 
tion  procedure  during  the  ses¬ 
sions,  but  was  denied  floor 
privileges  and  "was  turned 
down  on  the  correction  so  they 
would  not  have  to  bring  up  the 
autonomy  issue.” 

Attorneys  for  the  SBC  term¬ 
ed  the  case  "most  unusual”  in 
that  the  plaintiffs  "are  asking 
all  this  relief  (the  injunction) 
on  the  grounds  of  a  more  or 
less  horrendous  error  that  of¬ 
ficers  were  elected  on  the  third 
day  instead  of  not  later  than  the 
second  day.” 

They  added  that  there  was 
some  question  about  which  was 
the  second  day  of  the  sessions, 
since  a  brief  meeting  on  the 
first  night  of  the  gathering  did 
not  -constitute  a  full  day. 

Dr.  Bullman  has  carried  on 
long  fights  to  bring  up  the 
question  of  local  church  auto¬ 
nomy  before  both  the  State  and 
Southern  Conventions.  After 
the  mintiter  raised  the  auto¬ 
nomy  issue  at  the  annual  ses¬ 
sions  of  the  SBC  at  Kansas 
City  in  1996,  the  convention  re¬ 
affirmed  its  1928  stand  assert¬ 
ing  individual  church  indepen¬ 
dence.

The  case  was  first  brought  in 
Superior  Court  by  Dr.  James 
Bullman,  pastor  of  East  Spencer
